A loom almost a century old pur­ 
chased some time ago by Miss 
Nell 
Littleton from Mrs. Keys, formerly 
housekeeper for the late John Kaiser, 
is again droning out its monotonous 
clap trap song as it weaves 
throw 
rugs, bath m ats and rag carpets for 
modern Sikeston housewives. 
Nell has mastered the old machine, 
and is engaged in weaving rugs for 
the trade, but hopes in the near fu­ 
ture to start custom weaving. 
A few 
of the “old tim ers” in town can re­ 
member when grandmother or mother

County Agent 
Scott M. Julian. 
In 
view of the fact that last year prae- 
itcally no sunflowers were grown in 
Southeast Missouri many farmers be­ 
lieve that this year would be an op­ 
portune time to plant *n acreage with 
the expectation of getting fair prices. 
Under ordinary conditions this would 
be logical but under 
the conditions 
which we have had for the past sever­ 
al months such a plan 
will 
hardly 
work out. On December 1, 1930, ac­ 
cording to a bulletin from U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture, a total of 
sixteen 
million pounds of sunflower 
seed were on hand in the U. S. The 
consumption prior to 1930 was ten to 
twelve million pounds per year which 
meant that the sixteen million pounds 
on hand represented 
about 
sixteen 
ninths supply at the normal rate of 
consumption. 
The rate of consump­ 
tion however, has declined greatly due 
to the falling off in prices of poultry 
and eggs. 
Sunflower seed as 
most 
farmers should know about now, are 
not used for any other purposes ex­ 
cept in scratch feeds for poultry. With 
these things in mind the farmers can 
readily see that the outlook for sun­ 
flower price.* are far from good. 
L. 
R. Bowman of the Scott County Mill­ 
ing Company, has stated that thej 
Company will not be able to buy sun-j 
flower seed at any price 
this 
fall. 
Rather than take a chance on a crop • 
the outlook of which is as unpromis­ 
ing as that of sunflowers it would be 
much better to put the contemplated 
acreage into soybeans which 
have 
proven to be the most profitable crop 
in the county during the past three 
years.
